And be it further Ena&ed, for the Purpofe of forming fuch medium 
Price, That the Lord Mayor of the City of Dublin, or in cafe of his 
abfence, bv ficknefs or other wife, the Magiftrate a&ing as fuch, {hall imme- 
diately, upon ftriking the average Prices of each Sort of Gram and ot 
•Oatmeal for the Six Weeks immediately preceding each Quarter Day (tna 
is to fay), each Tenth Day of November, February, May, and Augult, 
deliver to the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors o 
Ireland for the time being, a true .and exadt Account, under his Dana 
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and Sea!, of fnch average Price of each Sort of Grain and Oatmeal respec- 
tively, (noting at the hoot thereof the Price of each Sort of Grain and 
Oatmeal in Britiih Currency, by the Britifh Quarter, according to the 
•relative Weights of the Irifli Barrel, and the Britifh Quarter containing 
eight ftandard Winchefter Bufhels, afcertained refpedively according to the 
•Laws now in force)' inftead of delivering the fame to the Commiffioners 
of His Majefiy’s Revenue, and under a like Penalty in cafe of Negled or 
Refufal ; and every flich Account fhall be tranfmitted without delay to the 
Receiver of Corn Returns in the City of London , who fhall and he is' hereby 
required, as foon after each Quarter Day (that is to fay), after each Fit- 
. teenth Day of November, February, May, and Auguft, as he fhall have 
formed the medium Price of the average Prices, as herein direded for the 
Six Weeks next preceding, tranfmit a Certificate thereof to the Commif- 
fioners of Cuftoms and Port. Duties in Ireland, and to the feveral Collec- 
tors or other chief Officers of the Ports in Ireland, as well as to the Col- 
ledors or other chief Officers of the feveral Ports in Great Britain ; and 
the Importation of each Sort of Corn, Grain, and Meal, and Flour made 
thereof, fo far as fuch Flour or Meal is allowed by Law to be imported, 

- and the Exportation of each Sort of Corn, Grain, Meal, Malt, and Flour, 
together with the Payment of Duties on Importation, and Bounties on 
Exportation, fhall be regulated and governed in every Part of the United 
Kingdom, to and from Foreign Parts, by fuch medium Price and no other, 
except as is hereinafter mentioned, until a new medium Price fhall be 
certified in like Manner, and be received -by fuch Colledors of other 
chief Officers of the Ports; and Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Port Duties 
refpedively. 

Provided always, and he it further Enabled, That whenever the average 
Price of any Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal, in any of the Twelve 
Maritime Diftrids of England and Wales, or the Four Diftrids of Scotland, 
fhall exceed that at which fuch Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal is prohi- 
bited by Law from being exported, no fuch Sort of Corn or Grain, or anv 
Meal, Malt, or Flour made thereof, and no fuch Oatmeal, .fhall be exported 
or laden or laid on Board any Ship or Veffel to be exported from any fuch 
Diftrid in Great Britain, under like Forfeiture and Penalties as are enaded 
■againft Perfons exporting, or laying on Board in order to be exported, any 
Corn, Grain, Meal, Malt, or Flour contrary to Law, until fuch average 
weekly Price in fuch Diftrid fhall be at or Below that at which fuch 
Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal is allowed by Law to be exported, not- 
withftandin'g the medium Price afcertained for the preceding Quarter-day, 

•as herein .direded. fhall be under the -Price at which fuch Sort of Corn, 

■Grain, or Oatmeal is prohibited from being exported. 

Provided alfo, and be it further Enaded, That whenever the Price of 
any Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal fhall at any Pert in Ireland, afcer- 
tained as by the Laws now in force for the Purpofe, exceed that at which 
fuch Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal is allowed by Law to be exported, 
no fuch Corn,' Grain, or any Malt, -Meal, or Flour made thereof, and no 
fuch Oatmeal, fhall be exported or laden, or laid on Board any Ship or 
Veffel to be exported from fuch Port, under like Forfeitures and Penalties 
as are enaded againfi; Perfons exporting or laying on Ship- board in 
order to be exported from Ireland, any Corn, Grain, Meal, Malt, or Flour 
contrary to Law, until fuch Price at fuch Port, afcertained in like Manner, 
ffall be at or below that at which fuch Sort of Corn, Grain, or Oatmeal 
is allowed by Law to be exported.

Perfons not to And be it further Enafted, That nothing contained in this or any 
rtiSf ff“c other Aft fhall extend to fubjeft any Perfon to Forfeiture or Penalty for 
Corn or Grain exporting, nor to prohibit any Perfon from exporting or from receiving 
Sate Bounty Sn exporting, within Twenty Days from the Entry thereof at the 
Entry thereof Cuftom-houfe for Exportation, any Corn, Grain, Malt, Meal, or Flour which 
° mde ' fhall be adtually fhipped or laden on Board any Ship or Veffel for thePurpole, 
at a Time when the quarterly medium Price thereof' is under the Price at 
which the Export thereof is prohibited, although the average Price 
of the Diftricfs in England and Wales, if fuch Exportation be made from

become bound to His Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, in a Bond with 
one other iufficient Security to be approved of by the chief Officer of 
Cufloms at the Port, with Condition that the Articles fo exported ftall 
belauded at the refpeftive Iflands or Places for which the fame ftall be fo 
declared and entered for Exportation, and ftall not be landed elfewhere 
the Danger of the! Seas only excepted ; and fuch Bond ftall be vacated and 
““charged upon producing fuch Certificate as is required in cafe of the 
Exportation of any fuch Articles on Bounty, or on Proof made to the Satis- 
fafhon of the Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Port Duties in Ireland, that 
fuch Articles were taken by Enemies or periflied on the Seas : Provided 
, at m cafe Articles ftall be fo exported for the Ufe of His 
Majefty’s Forts or Garrifons, there ftall be a Certificate from the Commif- 
faryof the Forces, or Perfon receiving the fame for the Ufe of His Maiefty 
teltifymg the Quantity fo received.
